Tho Insurance of 1 Prize Dog. 

Aweek or two ago we published some 
evidence and srgaments iy an action brought 
tu recover the insurance un a prize fox 
terrier, the Plaintif being a gentleman in 
the Indian Works Department at Lahore, 
who imports prize dogs for exhibition in 
India, and for sale to Rajaha and other 
wealthy, persons. He purchased tho dog, 
whose name was Hardwood, for £55 from 
adenter at Accringtou, and insured him for 
£150, his estimated value in India. Tho 
dog was insured against ‘all risks,’ but 
the policy contained o Clause tu tho effect 
that if the dog could walk ashore ut Bom- 
bay, this wan to bo deemed a safe arrival, 
On the voyage out he injurcd one of bis 
legs, so that upon arrival at Bombay he 
could only hop duwn the gangway on 
the other three. The question for the 
Court was whether tho dog had ‘ walked’ 
ashore, the contention for the Defendant 
being that it did not matter whether the 
animal limped, hoppod, friaked, or dunecd, 
so long as it got ashore by weans of its owe 
unnided locomotion. Mr Justice Kennedy, 
who delivered a reserved judgment, said 
he could not held that a dog which went on 
three legs, walked, In his opinion, walk- 
ing must mean locomotion in the usual way 
upon its four legs, He thought, however, 
the depreciation in the value of the dog 
bad been over esthaated, and gave judg- 
ment for two-thirds of tho amount claimed.
